THE ADEN COURT OF INQUIRY 


ON THE S.8, “JEDDAH.” 


The following is the Report of the 
Court of Inquiry held in Aden regard- 
ing the abandonment of the steamer, 
Jeddah. We take this impertant paper

On that day the mastor ordered the, boats 
to be got ready, provisioned, armed and

Pomping continued on the part of the 
passengers up to 12 midnight. Then, 
apparently, some diminution took place, 
Certain of the crew were then ordered 
shortly -after to man a boat or boata 
The bulk of the crew appear to have 
tanned tho boats, 

At this time the passengers appear to 
have become partially disorganised and 
to have entertained the idea that the 
boata were’ going to leave tho ship. 

The master then appears to have decid- 
ed to hang tho starboard Jife-boat astern 
and to remain insit with his wife and the 
ist Engineer, and a boat’s crew until 
daylight, being, he states, afraid of his 
own and his wife's life being attempted 
ithe remained on board. The starboard 
life-boat waa ‘then. about to be lowered 
and the Captain’ and his wife and Chief 
Engineer got into it; the Captain’s wife 
had to pass some fifty fect from tho cabin 
to theboat. When the Loat waa lowered, 
tho pilgrima commenced to throw boxes, 
pote, and pang and anything they c.uld 
Jay hands on, on to the boat, and pulled 
the Firat Officer, who was lowering tho 
boat off the rails,-and seeing they could 
not prevent the lowering of tie boat they 
attempted ‘to swamp it. 

The 3rd Ungineer had, in the mean- 
time, got into the boat and the First 
Officor found himecif in the water and 
waa taken into it and the boat was then 
cut adrift, and for abont a couple of 
hours the boat’s head was kept to the 
wind and sea, but after that allowed to 
drive and partially sail before the wind 
until at 10 a.m, on the 8th August it 
was sighted by the 8.8. Scindiah and 
the persons in it rescued and biought to 
Aden, where they arrived on tho 10th 
August, On arrival at Adon the master 
and others rescued reported the founder- 
ing of the Jeddah with all on board, and 
also reported that the 2nd Officer and 
2nd Engineer had been rourdered, 

Aftor the master left the Jeddah, it 
appears that the passengers tried to pre- 
vent the 2nd Officer leaving the ship, 
which he appoars to have attempted by 
leaving the Captain’s boat, and going 
over to the port side to the boat to 
which he was appointed, and which was 
manned and ready for lowering, Two 
of the passengers, Hadjis, and an Arab 
appear also to have got into this boat, 
On the pilgrims ordering the people to 
come out of the boat and on their refusal 
some of the pilgrims, it cannot be ascer- 
tained who, out the falls and it fell into 
the sea, bow first, from the fore falls 
being cut firat and all in it appear to 
have perished. 

Shortly after this, the 2nd Engineer, 
who was awoke out of his sleep a little 
time before by the 2nd Officer and told 
to go to bis boat, proceeded to his boat 
also on the port side. Thia boat was to 
have beeh commanded by the Ist Officer. 
The Hoajis finding this boat also manned 
with the 2nd Engineer in it, got in and 
threw—all the-men~back—fromher-into| 
the ship and would not: allow them to 
leave ; they then appear to have re- 
sumed pumping and baling and con- 
tinued Ge 80, without intermission, 
gaining on the leak, and, on the 
following morning, 8th August, find- 
ing themeelves in smoother water, they 
sighted land and made for it, baving 
had. sail eet all’ night. They hoisted 
signals of distress, and at 3 p. m., when 
about 7 or 8 miles from land, the wind 
died away, .At about 4} p, m, the 
steamship Antenor seeing the signals, 
bore down on the disabled ship, and the 
master ascertaining the atute of affairs, 
sent his Chief Officer on board and took 
charge and brought the Jeddah in tow 
to Aden, where both vessels arrived in 
the afternoon of the 11th Auguat, 

The water: in the Jeddah was con- 
siderably reduced by the direction of the 
Qhief Officer of the Axtenor, and that 
| Officer, on first boarding the ship and 
seoing the. quantity in her, came to the 
immediate conclusion that the vessel

vessel would founder, thereby giving no 
hope. On thia point, situated as he was, 
the Court consider he was wanting in 
simple judgment; for be had much in his 
favor to dispel fear and raise tho hopes 
and energies of his passengers, who ap- 
peared ready and willing to assist, Land 
was not far distant, and yet by his acts 
in ordering the boats, he led the 
Passengers to believe that the vessel 
would probably founder aud tho boats 
would be lowered, although there is 
conflicting evidence that the Master was 
of this opinion, before the Hajis had 
their thoughta averted from tho pumping. 
Tho Master's action after being picked 
up by the Seindiak and brouzht to Adon 
and his report of the Jeddah having 
foundered, leads tho Court to infer that 
the Master considered the vessel would 
founder whethor pemped and baled out 
or not. The Court consider he waa 
under the impression frown his acta that 
the Jeddah would founder under any 
circumstance, but, apart from his in 
pressions, his action in ordering the 


boats to be prepared-was an inducement 
to disturbance, ag only about one quarter 
of the souls on board could have beon 
accommodated in thom, 

Tho Court consider that in this the 
Master showed a want of judgment and 
tact toa most serious extent, and that 
he caused disorganization and discontent 
not to say despair ata time when none 
of these feolinga should have beon 
engendered, 

_ The Master states that, on finding the 
pilgrims would not work the pumps, 
shortly after midnight on the 7th-Sth 
August, and that they appeared altered 
in demeanour and wore some of them 
armed with knives, bo feared that his 
wife’s life and his own would bo at 
tempted, os he had been told, and, 
consequently, very thortly after he 
found that this was the state of affairs, 
in place of resorting to measures to 
restore confidenco or to organise any 
system of defence in cago of need for 
the protection of the lives of himself and 
the Enropeans on board, which he could 
easily have done by keeping the bridge 
with the arms on board, ho determined 
on lowering a boat in which he intended, 
he states, first to place his wife and: 
remain in her himself, to hang her astern 
of the ship until daylight, What the 
| Master's intentions wore after daylight 
does not appear. Ho ordered the boat to 
be manned, and after having his wite 
placed in it, he himsolf got in and others 
did also, Up to this time it is evident 
that no violence or even show of force 
had been made by the Pilgrims to any 
one on board. It wag only when the 
boat was being lowered and they became 
aware of what was taking place that they 
appear to have resorted to force,—and 
then not such force ag they might have 
utilized, armed with knives pa they 
were, Failing in preventing the lower- 
ing of the boat, the pilgrims proceeded 
to endeavour to swamp her, Tio pistol 
sbots were fired in tho dircotion of the 
pilgcims from the boat by the firat officer 
and these appear to have Prevented any 
further attempts to swamp the boat, 
which then was caat off and away from 
the ship, The passengers, finding other 
boata were. manned, proceeded to en. 
deavour to prevent their leaving the 
ship, and, in the case of the 2nd officer's 
boat, out it adrift when ita inmates 


could be saved ; 3 sailors, 1 topman, 1 
syrang, 11 firemen and 1 clerk, 1 fireman 
working his passage, were all the crew 
on board the Jeddah, when brought to 
Aden, together with the 2nd Engineer 
and Super-Cargo, and 992 passengers :— 
778 men, 147 women, and children, 67, 
not. counting infants in arms, were on 
board. ars 

The above appear to the Court to be, 
as far as can be ascertained, the ciroum- 
stances connected with this case, and in 


would not return on board and uncere- 
moniously ejected those who had got into 
the 3rd boat with the 2nd Engineer, 
The Court consider that the action of 
the pilgrims tends to Prove that they 
never intended to harm the master and 
his officers had they remained in the 
Jeddah, that their demeanour ig account- 
ed tor by the evidence that they had 
made up their minds that they should 
not be deserted by tho only peraons 
capable of protecting and helping them 


which he and his crew found themuslves 
placed, the Court ig reluctantly com- 
pelled to state that they consider that 
Captain Olark has shown a painful want 
of nerve as well aa the most ordinary 
judgment and has allowed his feelings to ; 
master the senso of duty it is tho pride 
of every British ship-maater to vaunt, 
and they consider that in tho instances 
mentioned he bas beea guilty of gross 
wiscondact in being the cause of the 
death of the 2nd Mhte and 10 Natives 
(7 of the crew and 3 of the passengers), 
and in abandoning his disabled ship with 
nearly 1,000 souls on board to their fate, 
when by ordinary diaplay of firmness, 
combined with very little tact in dealing 
with natives with whom he is no 
stranger, he could have ensured their 
co-operation and gratitude and’ saved 
considerable loss to. his ownera 

The Court must hera also remark on 
the want of anxiety shown by the master 
for the fate of the Jeddah, in not doing 
all in his power to induce the Scindiah 
to search for her, ag there ia Httle doubt 
but that s proper statement of facta and 
little persuasion would have induced tha 
master of the Scindiah under the cirum- 
stances to steam for an honr or 60 to 
windward when the Jeddah would cor- 
tainly havo boen sighted, 

The Court feel compelled to mark 
their sense of tho master, Joseph Lucas 
Clark’s, conduct by ordering, subject to 
the confirmation of the Bombay Govorn- 
ment, that his certificate of competency 
a3 master be suspended for a period of 
three years. 

Before concluding the Court covsider 
it necossary to place on record their dis- 
approoation of the conduct of the Ist 
officer of the Jeddah, Mr Williams, who 
may be said to havo more than aided and 
abetted the master in the abandonment 
of his vessel, Tho Court consider it very 
probable that but for Mr Williamp’ offi« 
cious behaviour and unscamanlike con- 
duct, the master would (hy the lst mate’s 
own showing) have probably done his 
duty by remaining on the ship, that had 
there been any evidence excepting the 1st 
mate's own statement on this point the 
Court would have felt ‘constrained to 
have. put him on his trial also, They 
cannot therefore refrain from remarking 
that they consider that in this instance 
he,has shown himself unfitted for hia 
position as firsb mate on a crowded pil- 
grim vessel, ; 

Tho Court have to regrot that, owing 
to the positive report made of the Jeddah 
having foundered, no etepa wore taken to 
detain or record the evidence of the mas- 
tor and oflicers of tho 8. 8. Scindiah, as 
to tho reagous and cause for their not 
searching for the 8. 8 Jeddah after 
picking up her master and othere, Tho 
exumination of these witnessea would 
have completed the evidence which 
otherwiso is not a0 complete as it might 
and very desirablo that it should be in 
this cage, the moat extraordinary inatance 
known to the Court of the abandonment 
of a disabled and leaking sbip at sea by 
the Master and Europeans and almost 
all the crew with close on 1,000 souls on 


board, when no immediate danger exist 
ed of her foundering, 

The Court consider that it is due to 
the Master of the Antenor, to on 
record their opinion of the Captain and 
consider him worthy, with his Ohief 
Officer, Mr Campbell, of great commen: 
dation for their action not only for reou- 
ing those on board the Jeddah, from a 
perilious position and shipwreck, but also 
for eaving a valuable ship and her cargo 
from loss, ; 

In conclugion the Court consider it in 
not out of place to remark that in. their 
estimation nearly 1,000 souls on board » 
vessel of. the tonnage of the uJ 
was 4 greater number than should be al- 
lowed by any regulation, especially for a 
long. tes, voyage as taken by the 
and at.a season when bad weather might 
naturally have been expected,
